large audience to justify a concert 
of his works.’ It is also interesting 
to see how the public “reacts to 
different, composers. To-night thera 
was a tempered but obviously sin- 
cere enthusiasm that characterised 
the composer ag much as his listen- 
ers, It Is good to ace a reticent, 
fastidious, and genuine artist grow-

“The programme was admirably 
devised.
